If he wins the final 
victory in (November, he will earry 
to the legislature the thoughts and 
desires of Andover people, and he 


will give that body some much- 
needed strength. 
But there’s still the November 


hurdle, and a little thing that hap- 
pened on Tuesday makes the 
hurdle one to be taken fairly seri- 
ously. Had three Republicans been 
nominated, and the sole Democrat 
won a place on the ballot, there’s 
no doulbt from the make-up of the 
district but that the three would 
£0 in without trouble. But there are 
four Republicans, one of whom 
will be listed as a Democrat. A 
man named Bower placed fifth on 
the Republican |ballot, but 43 per- 
sons in ‘Methuen used stickers to 
put him on the Democratic ballot 
and thereby win a place on the No- 
vember ‘ballot. Now the question is 
this: will the Democratic vote of 
the district plus the votes of those 
in Methuen who know Mr. Bower 
is a Republican plus the votes of 
those in Methuen who even if they 
thought he was a Democrat would 
vote for him as a Methuenite—will 
this add up to more than Everett’s 
strength? Bower got 1266 votes in 
the Republican primary, more than 
we here in Andover gave Everett. 
There will only be two Democratic 


names on the ballot, with three to 
be elected, and it is assumed that 
many Democrats will vote for the 
two. Bower won 915 votes in Me- 
thuen, and now that there are only 
two other Methuen candidates in- 
stead of six others, he may gain 
strength by virtue of his known 
Republican leanings there. And 
furthermore there will be people in 
Methuen who will vote for three 
Methuenites instead of two Me- 
thuenites and one Andoverite; 
there are people in Andover who 
would do the same. 

Very important in the first para- 
graph were the words: “practically, 
unaided.” First of all, of course, 
the vote was very light here, show- 
ing a deplorable lack of interest in 
whether or not Andover secured 
representation. This nation came 
into being because some people up 
in this state, some people up here 
in Andover, objected to being taxed 
without ‘being represented, and the 
people of this nation would go up 
into arms again if they, like the 
people of totalitarian Europe, were 
again deprived of a voice in the af- 
fairs of state. But we have that 
voice, and we don’t make it articu- 
late. That, however, is water over 
the dam. What we’ve got to do now 
is get out and help Everett. He did 
all the work himself this time. 
There was no committee in back of 
him; the leaders of our town life 
weren’t interested enough to pitch 
in and help. That’s all got to 
change by November. We’ve all got 
to do our bit. 

It’s not Everett Collins’ fight: it’s 
our fight. 


Andover Wants A Poll 


A letter reproduced in facsimile 
on the front page presents to our 
mind a very sensible outlook on 
the whole telephone problem, and 
when the open meeting of various 
groups is held next Monday eve- 
ning, it would seem that a formal 
petition for a poll of local sub- 
scribers should be drawn up and 
sent to the Department of Public 
Utilities. Possibly a formal appeal 
like this would lead the commis-

sion to start paying attention to 
its duty to the public; a number 
of people have written letters the 
past few weeks and the commis- 
sion hasn’t even followed the usual 
courtesy of an acknowledgment.

they have considerable business 
with Lawrence people, local firms 
or individuals have a line run from 


the Lawrence exchange, and this 
costs up around $20. If the five 
cent toll charge were eliminated. 
this foreign exchange system 


would not ‘be necessary because 
there would be free unlimited com- 
munication among Lawrence. North 
Andover, Methuen and Andover. 

But as the latter points out, 
there are people in Andover who 
prefer the present arrangement be- 
cause Andover’s basic rate in most 
cases would rise fifty cents to the 
Lawrence level. 

Previous polls have shown only 
a slight majority in favor of merg- 


ing with the Lawrence district. 
and the commission felt that a 
subsantial majority should favor 


it. But as the letter points out, An- 
dover has changed. and a poll to- 
day might well show a very dif- 
ferent result. In its report on for- 
eign exchange service, the public 
utilities commission stated that 
the cost of a special service should 
not be handed down to the general 
public but should be sustained by 
those using such special service. 
This is fair enough, but it could 
also include the corollary that the 
majority of the people in a town 
should not have to pay ‘toll charges 
because a minority preferred a 


limited service. The majority 
should prevail, whichever way it 
felt.

We hope sincerely that it’s a 
newspaper error and not an actual 


act. A Wednesday morning news- | 
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paper contained a press association 
cut which purported to be a facsi- 
mile of the questionnaire which 
“every maje American between the 
ages of 21 and 35 inclusive will he 
obliged to fill out” in connection 
with the draft. 

If it’s not a newspaper error, the 
administration had better order a 
reprinting. Instruction number & 
read in the newspaper: “When a 
notice is posted in the office of your 
Local Board affecting you, you are 
bound to perform the duty required 
even if no notice reaches you by 
mail. THE NATION IS AT WAR 
and every registrant is thus put on 
notice to know his position and 
duty.” We hope it’s a newspaper 
error.
